May Go On for Years 


Sahara War: Patience Is the Key 


By Don A. Schanche 


L'AAYOUNE, Morocco, May 3. 
—The last of the old legion- 
naires in the former Spanish ter- 
Titory of Western Sahara likes 
to describe an experience that 
explains both the pace and the 
likely future of the desert war 
between momadic guerrillas and 
regular troops of Morocco and 
Mauritania. 

“The pilot of a small piane 
and I landed in the desert to 
take our lunch in the shade of 
8 Wing when a caravan of Se- 
haran nomads approached,” said 
Don Bartolome Pelaez Torralba, 
8. former Foreign Legion officer 
who oversees his country's dimin- 
ishing interest in the old Spanish 
protectorate that ts now ruled 
by Morocco and Mauritanis. 

“The caravan leader greeted us 
and took 2 curious look at the 
airplane. My pilot asked how 
long it would take his train of 
camels and goats to reach Sema- 
ra, which was our destination. 

~The nomad shrugged and said. 
‘About three or four days." The 
pilot laugned and said our air- 
Plane would reach Semara in 
only two hours. Then the nomad 
said something I will never forget. 
“‘But what will you do ‘vith the 
extra hours?" he asked." 

There Was ample evidence dur- 
ing ‘visits to both sides in the 
low-key desert war that such 

patience probably will 
determine the nature and dura- 
tion of the fighting. 


Patient Strategy 


The tightly knit, highly mobile 
guerrillas. supported and armed 
by Algeria and apparently helped 
by Libya, have adopted a patient 
strategy of random raids, hoping 
to bleed or at least annoy their 
enemies to the point of defeat. 

They are the fighting arm of 8. 
liberation movement called Poli- 
satio. Leaders at the movement's 
main headquarters near Tindouf, 
Algeria, philosophically acknowl- 
edged thet the fighting may go 
on for years. 

Recently they have stepped up 
activity against the southern seg- 
ment of Western Sahara, the 
Part ruled by Mauritania, which 
is by far the weaker of the two 
Saharan rulers, hopimg that the 
bieodletting will lead ‘to quicker 
capitulation ic the south, But 
that, too. mas take years, said 
the Polisario military commander, 
Tobrahim Ghali.

Some court observers believe the 
justices may have postponed ac- 
‘ion on the appeals because of the 
great amount of publicity sur- 
rounding the television interview 
tomorrow of former President 
Nixon. 


The justices were reported to 
have voted, 5-to-3, on April 15 not 
to hear the appeals of John N. 
Mitchell, H.R. Haldeman and 
Jobn D. Ehriichman in the cover- 
up case. The three voting to hear 
the. case were said to be Chief 
Justice Warren ἘΠ Burger and 
Justices Lewis Ε΄. Powell jr. and 
Harry A. Blackmun, The chief 
justice was said to have post- 
poned final decision on the case 
in the hope of getting a change 
in vote. 

Justice William H. Rehnquist 
was xeported at the time as not 
having partictpated in the vote 
because of his past relationship 
with Mr. Mitchell ‘Yesterday, 
however, the court's announce- 
ment stated that Justice Rehn- 
quist had not participated. 

Disclosures of secret court votes 
are rare, and some commentators 
said the Watergate defendants 
might be able to argue that the 
disclosure could adversely affect 
their chances of getting the court 
to hear their appeals, in that 
Justices might be hesitant to 
change their votes after their 
initial vote was publicized. 


Various legal experts disputed 
this, however, saying the prob- 
lem of prejudicial publicity relates 
to trial juries, not appellate 
judges, who are supposed to be 
able fo decide cases without 
reference to press coverage.

Raising a Child 
Costs $64,000, 
U.S. Study Says 


WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP), 
—Raising 2 child, including edu- 
cation at a statesupported uni- 
versity, today costs a typical 
middle-income family $64,000, a 
new study discloses. 

A low-income family can raise 
2 child @ bit more cheaply—only 
$44,000 on the average, said 
Thomas J. Espenshade, associate 
professor of economics at Florida 
State University. 

Both figures have risen sharp- 
Ty in the past few years. The 
middle-income estimate is up 
60 per cent from the 1969 aver- 
age, and the low-income figure 
is up 63 per eent. 

A middle-income family needs 
between $16,500 and $20,000 after 
taxes to maintain what the gov- 
ernment defines a8 a moderate 
standard of living. A low-Income 
family needs between $10,500 and 
$13,000, 

A middle or low-income family 
was defined as containing a hus- 
bent. a wife and up.to five chil- 

ren,

Brain Pacemaker Reportedly 
Helps Treat Mentally Ill 


By Lois Timaick 


TGRONTO. May 3.—Suceess in 
treating schizophrenics and other 
severely mentally 1 persons with 
a bram pacemaker has been re- 
ported by 2 New Orleans psy- 
chiatrist-neurologist. 

Ten of the 11 patients who 
have received the tiny device. 
which corrects electrical distur- 
bances in the brain much as ἃ 
cardiac pacemaker regulates heart 
rhythms, are leading close to 
normal lives after up to 20 years 
of hespitalization, drugs and 
shock treatments. 

They are no longer receiving 
medication or other treatment. 
said Dr. Robert G. Heath, chair- 
man of the Department of Psy- 
chiatry and Neurology at Tulane 
University's School of Medicine. 

Dr. Heath presented bis report 
at the annusl meeting of the 
Society of Blological Psychiatrists 
here, 

Only One Failure 

The operation has been per- 
formed on five schizophrenics, 
four uncontrollably violent pa- 
tients and two neurotic. The only 
failure was a paranoid schizo- 
phrenic found to have brain 
damage in the area in which 
the pacemaker’s electrodes must 
be implanted. 

Pr. Heath said that while it is 
too soon for conclusive results— 
the first pacemaker was implant- 


U.S. Panel Favors 
Gas Pipeline

These are attached to a2 receiver 
about the size of 2 quarter in 
the left side of the chest, Just 
under the collarbone. by thread- 
like wires greuped into four sili- 
cone-coated bundles running un- 
der the skin, 

An antenna, which can be re- 
moved for bathing or swimming, 
ts strapped over the receiver. Its 
battery-powered transmitter is 
carried in a pocket. Eventually, 
Dr. Heath hopes for a completely 
implantable unit with a long- 
Tasting power source. At present. 
the batteries must be changed 
every week or 10 days. 

The brain is stimulated at five~ 
minute intervals with a pulse 
that lasts 0.025 second at three 
to six volts. 

‘The rationale is that a patient's 
emotional state can be altered 
by activating precise brain path- 
ways. Many forms of mental 
illness are characterized by elec- 
trical disturbances in the brain, 
Dr. Heath said. 

The areas of the brain that 
control emotion, however, are 
deep-seated. Previous attempts 
to stimulate them have meant 
probing well into the brain, us- 
ing electrodes that exited from 
the scalp and limiting the stimu- 
lation to brief periods. The re- 
sults were inconsistent and short- 
lived. 

Dr. Heath sars, however. that 
those deep-seated centers are af- 
fected indirectly by stimulating 
a precise one-half-inch area of 
the cerebellum previously thought 
to be concerned primarily with 
motor activity, 

The first patient to undergo 
the operation was ἃ 19-year-old 
youth who has been slightly re~- 
tarded from birth avd who bad 
repeatedly tried to kill himself or 
relatives. He was confined to a 
Louisiana state mental hospital. 
maintained on huge quantities of 
drugs and kept in physical re- 
Straints much of the time. His 
condition was considered hope- 
less. 

“From the day the pacemaker 
was activated the patient's oui- 
bursts of violence ceased.” Dr. 
Heath said. His behavior im- 
proved and he was enlisted into

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President Carter Goes Abroad 


President Carter is about to leave the 
White House. where he has entertained a 
large number of alien dignitaries. to become 
one himself. Behind him will be a number 
of knotty questions in the hands of a balky 
Congress—enersy and welfare prominent 
among them. But since, despite its power 
and interna! resources. the United States 
must live in ἃ very complicated and fluid 
world, the Carter journey is extremely im- 
portant—whatever it might accomplish 
beyond bringing the President in immediate 
touch, on foreign soil, with truly global 


Problems. 

Mr. Carter 1s still something of a mystery 
abroad—he remains “Jimmy What?" after 
his 100 days in office, even though the 
“Jimmy Who?" question was answered long 
e20. Is his policy best reflected in the erup- 
tions of Andrew Young or the secretary of 
state's soothing. “There. there. .."? Has the 
détente with the Soviet Union. interrupted 
over human Tights. been balanced by closer 
rejations with allies such as West Germany, 
annoyed over nuclear matters? 

Yet the fact remains that the United 
States and the other industrial powers meet- 
ing in London this weekend have very com- 
plex and critical issues with which to deal 
There is. in the first place. thelr own eco- 
nomic health. which will surely not be help- 
ed by the kind of fission that marked the 
Great Depression. and which could be aided 


by stronger mutual agreements on trade 
and currency than now exist. 


And perhaps even more important are the 
relations of the industrial states with the 
developing world. For complicated as the 
Tuird World may be by unresolved issues of 
ideology. religion and boundaries, the real 
goal is to find a constructive role for what 
ener had been an imperialist system of 
markets and supplies of raw materials—to 
recognize that the mere pouring of money 
into developing nations does not mean 
development: that ἃ sense of imperialist 
guilt or colonialist wrath will not create a 
workable system; that equity provides greater 
incentives than attempts at artificial equal- 
ity. 

These are the genuine questions posed by 
the final collapse of the old imperialism 
after World War II and they are given 
urgency by the fact that the whole world 
is confronting human survival under con- 
ditions in which man's capacity to destroy 
his environment seems to outrage bis ability 
to convert it to the uses of a multiplying 
Trace. 

No one expects the London conference— 
or Jimmy Carter—to provide the answers to 
these questions. But if the participants wil! 
admit they exist, and seek a beginning 
toward solving them, it will go farther in 
the direction of real human rights than any 
arguments over votes and arrests and 
punishments, however significant those may 
be for the day-to-day life of humanity. 


Controlling [legal Immigration 


Do we want to control illegal immigration, 
now running at an estimated rate of several 
million a year? Until recently the broad 
answer was no, The immigration service and 
Jaw-enforcement groups were ready, but two 
other actors in this then-subdued social 
drama. employers seeking cheap labor and 
Hispanic-Americans welcoming kin, were not. 
Only when unemployment among American 
citizens rose (it’s now at 8 million) and allens 
spread in considerable numbers beyond the 
Southwest did the problem come to seem 
important and national. The Ford adminis- 
tration responded by commissioning the 
government's first comprehensive study, a 
first-rate report completed last December. 
Taking up where Mr, Ford left oft, Mr. 
Carter is trying to compose a workabie and 
reasonably coherent policy now. 

A country can’t let its Immigration laws 
be flouted. It's unnatural that 8. full 10 per 
cent of the population of Mexico may be 
Ἦλ the United States illegally. In theory, we 
could replace the open 2,000-mile Mexican 
frontier with 2 Berlin wali and impose 
Soviet-style controls on incoming “tourists” 
and “students.” But few Americans would 
wish to pay that sort of society~transfi 
tng price. So ali the remedies reportedly 
being considered by the administration are 
palliatives. One is tighter border policing. 
Another is to issue legal aliens “non- 
forgeable" identity cards and then demand. 
in legislation. that employers not hire 1116- 
gals, Like earlier students of the issue, Pres- 


ident Carter has already decided to grant 
“amnesty” to some illegals. Amnesty rewards 
lawbreaking. but rooting out all the illegals 
would be, on the one hand. impossible and. 
on the other, socially and personally dis- 
ruptive in the extreme. 


The consensus supporting concerted gov- 
ernment action is growing, but it's hindered 
by poor information. For instance, those 
favoring amnesty for illegals who have been 
here, say. five years don’t know whether that 
step would make 3 or 13 million new citizens. 
The effects on the service burdens of state 
and local governments are only guesses. The 
Carter planners figure it makes sense to 
attack the problem at its source by encourag~ 
ing job creation in Mexico and elsewhere 
but. aside from the hot argument over 
whether the United States could create for- 
eign jobs in the first place, no one knows 
what specific benefits that strategy would 
bring. Only recently have diplomats even 
begun to ask what the foreign-policy effects 
of controlling illegal immigration would be. 

Given the “newness” of the problem, there 
is a strong argument for the administration 
to take ἃ nondoctrinaire approach and to 
regard the submission of legislation as. in 
the first instance. 2 discovery proceeding. 
Mr. Carter is said to be a month away from 
moving. He needn't think he has to come 
up with bard and fast answers. He might 
do better to join the national inquiry.

Let’s Get a Man in Havana 


Washington and Havana have not resum- 
ed diplomatic relations, but contacts between 
the two countries have suddenly flourished 
on a seale not seen for 15 years. After en- 
gaging in formal negotiations with ‘he 
Cubans. Arsistant Secretary of State Todman 
returned from Havana with an agreement 
on fishing rights in the straits of Florida. 
‘The Carter administration has lifted all legal 
restrictions on travel to Cuba and the 
spending of dollars there. The general em- 
vargn on trade remains. but even that 
iceberg may melt as relations continue to 
warm. 

These developments have caused ἃ cer~ 
tain amount of consternation. Cuban troops, 
after 41}. have participated In the conquest 
of Angola by a Moscow-backed faction, and 
Fidel Castro did not foreclose other such ad- 
ventures in Africa during his recent tour of 
the continent. Even President Carter has 
been moved to suggest that the Cubans 
“withdraw their forces from Africa” as a 
condition for resuming relations with the 
United States. The Cubans have responded 
with the suggestion that what needs to be 
negotiated 15 the removal of American forces 

rom the Guantanamo Bary naval base on 
their territory. 

We hope the President's comments do not 
mean that his administration, too. regards 


diplomatic recognition as a sort of certificate 
of morality. It is time we all abandoned tact 
pretense, The United States now recognizes 
such diverse regimes as East Germany, Chiie, 
the Soviet Union and South Africa. Dipio- 
matic recognition should be simply ac- 
ceptance of actual power situations: A coun- 
try’s government is the force that rules and 
with which political, economic or other busi- 
ness must be conducted. Mr. Castro ruies 
Cuba just as the Hanoi regime rules Viet- 
nam and the government in Ulan Bator 
rules Mongolia We ought to have rela- 
tions with all of them. 


Mr. Castro seems to have ἃ larger ob- 
Jective for relations. His recent confessions 
of economic difficulties—to American busi- 
nessmen—suggest that he wants technological 
and economic aid from this country, The 
United States, for its part, seeks some com- 
pensation for American properties con- 
fiscated in the early 1960s. The resumption 
of diplomatic relations would facilitate dis- 
cussion of such agreements. The way to press 
the case against Cuban intervention in 
Africa is to put diplomats in Havana and 
get them to argue and bargain for a with- 
drawal The greater the problem with any 
netion the greater the need for representa- 
ton there.

WASHINGTON, May 3 (Reu- 
ters).— Federal Reserve Board 
chairman Arthur Burns said to- 
day the Fed’s Open Market Com- 
mittee has tightened the growth 
rate of the monetary aggregates 
in the wider definition, known 
as M-3 and M-3. 

As the same time, he told the 
Senate Banking Committee, “the 
trend of growth im the monetary 
aggregates is still rapid. perhaps 
much too rapid.” 

Specificaliy, Mr. Burns said, the 
committee has retluced its target 
levels for M-2 to 7 to 9.5 per 
cent and for M-3 to 85 to 11 per 
cent, both reductions of one half 
of one percentage point. 

At the same time. however, Mr. 
Burus said the committee decided 
to Jeave its M-l targets un- 
changed in the period to the end 
ot the first quarter of 1978 at 
45 to 6.5 per cent. 

Mr. Burns said that in deter- 
mining monetary policy the com- 
mittee recognized that the impact 
ef the energy program “cannot 
be foreseen with any precision.” 

But, he said. “We did feel it 
appropriate to take another small 
step toward bringing the long- 
Tan growth of the monetary ag- 
gregates down to rates compatible 
with general price stability.” 

Mr. Burns said sustained pro- 
gress in this direction will “he 
absolutely necessary” if President 
Carter's announced goal of re- 
ducing inflation by two percen- 
tage points by she end of 1979 is 
to be achieved. 

6% Growth Seen 


Mr. Burns also said he ex- 
pected the real gross national 
product to grow by close to 8 
per cent between the fourth 
quarter of 1976 and the fourth 
quarter of 1977. 

This differs from the admin- 
istration's forecast, which was 
revised downward recently to 49 
Ber cent for the year 1977. Mr. 
Burns explained the difference is 
oe to separate statistical pe- 


At the same time, he said he 
also expects inflation to be close 
to 6 per cent this year while he 
said unemployment will be below 
7 per cent by year end, “and 
may be a little better than that.” 

Mr. Burns said the recent be- 
havior of economic activity has 
been encouraging, “and the pros- 
pects for further economic ad- 
vance are good.” 

He said the severe winter 
weather and fuet shortages dis- 
rupted the economy only briefly 
and economic growth was not as

severely depressed as Was suggest- 
ed by early reports. 

Mr. Burns told the committee 
that the strong pace of consumer 
buying late last year caused in- 
ventories to fall below desired 
leveis in many areas, While there 
has been some rebuilding, “In- 
ventories generally remain quite 
lean and rising as sales move up 
in the months ahead,” he said. 

Mr. Burns said bomebuilding 
has also shown strength in recent 
months, and the pace of business 
investment is also gaininn 
strength. 

On the money supply. Mr. 
Burns said that while the Fed 
has moved fairly steadily toward 
lower ranges for monetary ex- 
pansion during the last two years. 
the movement has been extremely 
gradual “and at the current pace 
it would require nearly a decade 
to reach rates of growth which 


are consistent with a stable price 
level.” 

And, Mr. Burns said. despite 
the gradual reduction during the 
last two years “no meaningful 
reduction has yet oecurred in 
actual growth rates.” 

He said this “unmtended con~ 
sequence’ was partly duc ta defi~ 
ciencies in data which have com- 
Dlicated adjusting or approximat- 
ing monetary growth estimates. 

Mr, Burns said events during 
the past few months nave dem- 
onstrated “quite clearly’ that 
market movements are often 
dominated by devclopmenis un- 
related to Federal Reserve action. 

He pointed out that interest 
fates moved up sharply when tine 
adnunistration proposed a Lew 
fiseal poley, including the tax 
rebate, but then fell sharply whin 
President Carter announced he 
had dropped his rebate plan.

Swiss Trying to Make Up for Lost Time

TEL, Switzerland.—The Swiss 
have long been noted for 
their fine watehes, their strong 
currency and their ingrained 
caution. 

In recent years, however, the 
hard Swiss franc and the 
business reserve of Swiss watch~ 
makers have seemingly worked 
against the industry. which ex- 
ports fully 95 per cent of its 
Production. 

The Swiss share of the world's 
watch market fell from a 
healthy 40 per cent in 1971 to 
30 per cent last year. In 1975, 
Swiss watch exports dropped by 
15.2 per cent and declined by 
8 further 22 per cent last year 
to a, value of some $1.2 billion. 

Here in Biel, center of the 
Swiss watchmaking industry 
along the Jura Mountains, the 
Swiss are searching for ways 
to regain their supremacy in 
the industry. 

The executives here attributed 
their falling share of the mar- 
ket to the strong Swiss franc, 
which hes made their watches 
more expensive around the 
world, and to their slowness in 
entering the electronic-watch 
field. first developed in the 
United States. 

“We certainly missed the boat 
somewhat when the United 
States imtroduced electronic 
watches,” admits Roger Anker, 
administrative manager of the 
Swiss Horological Industries, a 
federation of watchmakers. 


Space Technology 


“We were badly hurt by U.S. 
space technology because it was 
a relatively small step from that 
into electronic watches. We 
were cautious about changing 
the whole nature of our indus- 
try. But we are fighting back.” 


The Swiss concentrated for 
generations on making fine 
mechanical watches; that is, 
those powered by a spring, 
whose time base is a balance 
and hairspring, and whose face 
uses hands to tell the time. 


In the United States and then 
Japan, small batteries were in- 
troduced as power sources with 
quartz crystals as resonators, 
but stil with hands indicating 
the time, 

Finally, the United States 
brought out the “solid-state” 
watch, using batteries, quartz 
crystals, integrated circuits and 
@ digital display for reading the 
time. 

Solid-state components 
can be mass produced at low 
cost, hence digital watches can 
be sold more cheaply than 
mechanical watches. 

Now. Mr. Anker’s group in 
Biel and SSIH, another Swiss 
group of watchmakers that col- 
lectively ranks third among 
worldwide producers after 
Timex (USA) and Seiko 
(Japan), plan to increase the 
percentage of their production 
in quartz watches. 

In five years, they say, some 
30 per cent of their output will 


The executives realize that 
the switch to quartz movements 


has been in mechanical crafts- 
manship—not electronic cir- 
cuitry. 

But despite the popularity of 
Gigital watches in the United 
States, many Swiss watch- 
makers have serious reserva- 
tions about the trend. And 
they dispute those who predict 
that solid-state digital watches 


will eventually take over the 
market. 


“fhe problem with the digital 


waich,” said execuiive Pierre 
Brenzikofer, “is that it may be 
simply a fashion gimmick.” 

He points out that to

Sector Affected 


“The electronic competition 
has hit the lower end of the 
price range of Swiss watches,” 
said marketing manager Hans 
Helmut Kubel. “The top- 
quality manufacturers have not 
suffered from the competition— 
only from the high cost of the 
Swiss franc. 

“We have shunned the solid- 
state digttel watch, which we 
believe is basically a gimmick, 
. a fashion novelty.” 

Although Swiss watchmakers 
differ about the threat from the 
electronic products, all agree 
that a key reason for the ex- 
port sales slump is the high 
price of the Swiss franc, which 
by the end of last year rose 
almost 60 per cent over other 
currencies.

DALLAS, May 4 (UPI).—Tex 
Schramm really wasn’t anxious 
to dampen the carnival-like at- 
mosphere that settled around the 
Dallas Cowboys offices yesterday 
But tie problem had to be faced 
sooner or later. 


“Signing Tony Dorsett.” said 
Schramm, the Cowboys’ presi- 
dert and general Manager, “may 
be an agonizing process.” 

The acquisition by Dallas of 
the draft rights to the Reisman 
Trophy winner was quite an 
achievement, but the wooing of 
Dorsett may be just as big an 
accomplishment, 


Difficult negotiations are ex- 
pected during the summer, but, at 
least to start, Dorsett sounded 
optimistic. 

“I hope we don't have any 
problems coming to terms,” said 
Dorsett. “I am delighted to be 
drafted by Dallas. I think with 
the kind of coaching I would 
receive here I could have an ex- 
cellent pro career.” 


Dorsett is represented by Mike 
Trope, the agent who helped 
No. 1 draft pick Ricky Bell ob- 
tain 4. five-year contract with 
the Tampa Bay reported to be 
worth $1.24 million. Bell was the 
first draft pick. 


“Id play for that," Dorsett said 
on his arrival in Dalias late ves- 
terdsy. “But that is up to my 
agent. I don't want to even talk 
about that.” 

The Cowboys obtained Dorsett 
through a2 trade with Seattle 
yesterday in which the two clubs 
exchanged their first-round draft 
picks (Seattle had No. 2 and Dal- 
las No, 341 and Dallas sent all 
three cf its second-round picks 
to the Seahawks. There were 
indications the trade was helped 
along by the belief that Dorsett 
did not want to play in Seattle. 

“There was nothing said by 
me, but I believe something was 
written to Seattle,” said Dorsett. 
“If I had been drafted br Seaitle, 
I would say the chances were 50- 
50 that I would have played in 
Canada.” 

So what are the chances now 
that colleges leading career 
rusher would play Canadian foot- 
bali?

CIA’s Spying on a Luncheon 
With Jack Anderson Revealed

WASHINGTON, May 4 (WP). 
—Four Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy operatives moved secretly to 
tables in the expensive Mont- 
pelier Room of the Madison Ho- 
tel here around noon on March 
17, 1972, as part of what the CIA 
then described as an “extremely 
sensitive” operation called “Proj- 
ect Mudhen.” 

‘The agents were there to watch 
their boss, CIA director Richard 
Helms, eat lunch with a man 
known in the project under 
the code name of “Brandy.” 
Brandy was nationally syndi- 
cated columnist Jack Ander- 
son, who Was being spied on by 
the CIA for three months in an 
unsuccessful attempt to determine 
the sources of his news stories. 

According to the highly clas- 
sified report the agents filed on 
the lunch: 

“They lunched and engaged in 
a rather animated conversation. 
randy and the director depart- 
ed the restaurant at 1338 hours 
11:88 pim.): Brandy returned, on 
foot, to his office.” 

Additional agents posted outside 
the hotel during the lunch said 
they ‘found “no mdication of pos- 
sible hostile countersurvefllance— 
neither patrons nor that estab- 
lishment's staff exhibited any 
particular interest toward the 
director or Brandy.” 

The details of the spying ob 
the Jumcheon ‘meeting are includ- 
ed in files that have been turned 
over to Mr, Anderson under a 
Freedom of Information request 
by the columnist.

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The Federal Answer 


In a time when the increasing forced 
proximity of humankind ts increasing the 
irritatlons among races, tribes, religions and 
eultures. one often hears some degree cl 
autonomy broachéd. some form of federalism 


advocated. to ease the straing of incompat- 
ibility while maintaining the structure that 
mounting interdependence demands. But 
consider the United States—perhaps the 
most successful attempt at federalism ever 
Jaunehed on such a scale. It does not ai- 
Ways work. 

For example. air pollution is not a phe- 
nomenon that 15 halted by state or national 
boundaries, nor bas any means been yet 
devised to alter automobiles as they leave 
one state and enter another. nor to have 
genuinely uniform rules that would insure a 
mazimum amount of clean air in every 
state. The United States has an Environ- 
mental Protection Agency that established 
“clean air” regulations. but the Supreme 
Court is not altogether certain at this point 
that the EPA can enforce those regulations 
en the states, 

The technological problem may be new, 
but the political problem is old. Could one 
state enslave humans and force another to 
Tecognize that slavery, or import the slaves 
into new territories? A war was fought by 
the disunited states over such issues. Simi- 
larly, in Canada, can French be used on 
equal terms with English in the Anglophone 
provinces or in Quebec? Or is that indeed 


enough? Should Quebec be free? Could 
federalism solve the problem of Ulster? 
Would it be enough to satisfy Scotch or 
Welsh nationalists? ᾿ 

There was, before partition. talk of federal- 
izing Palestine. There is talk of doing the 
same in Lebanon and Cyprus. India is 
federalized—but the central government can 
Impose its own rule ov the provinces. There 
ts. in title. a Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics, which should be federalism carried to 
the ultimate. out it 15 in fact a highly cen- 
tralized state. Even in the United States. 
the 14th Amendment not only guaranteed 
the rights of the federal Constitution to the 
states, but eventually led to a “one man. one 
vote” decision that could mean an end to 
the state votes in the Electoral College and. 
‘in logic, to a diviston of the Senate by popu- 
lation rather than by states. 

In other words. the federal answer ain't 
necessarily so. It presents the same prob- 
lems of local autonomy and regional neces- 
sity that the world at large is facing. and to 
draw the jines is far from easy. It brings 
up questions of power—that a group of gen~. 
erals, for example, or of commissars or 
Cabinet members might answer on their own 
terms. It can enhance rather than modify 
divisions, Yet. like the faults of democracy 
and troubles human rights can cause, it re- 
mains a better answer than elther absolute 
fission or absolute fusion. Given some ra- 
tionality (needed for any other issue of pol- 
ities, religion or economies), it could work. 


What, and When 


There they are, on the front page, stars 
that expioded light-years ago. Indochina, 
Nixon at the Watergate. Do they still belong 
to our lives? Would Vietnam be ended now 
without the burglary? Would the burglary 
have occurred without the war? That (ex- 
pletive) war, Nixon used to say. long before 
he couid know that without it he might 
have survived. That (inaudible) Watergate. 
General Thien might say, reckoning that 
without it he might have survived. Cosmic 
collisions they were, but why should we still 
tare? 

True to our frivolous selves, we have 
yielded more to the less consequential of the 
memories.

Frost break the man’s cool? Will Nixon per- 
spire again for the millions? What did he 
know and when did he know 119 

We have only one question for Richard 
Nixon: Why did he fall to destroy the tapes 
that destroyed him? Our working hypoth- 
esis is that once he learned that the law 
denying tax benefits for the donation of 
presidential documents mentioned “papers” 
but not tapes, they were worth millions for 
his retirement. Greed? Not only. Com- 
pulsion, too, to test the self against intru- 
sion that most would find unbearable. Like 
the compnuision that brings him back yet 
again. Worthier, probably, than the com- 
pulsion that drives the rest of us to intrude 
yet again, and to pay for the chance to 
leer. Perhaps the tax collector will at last 
get his arrears. 

It seems dutiful but fair that we ask what 
has been happening in Indochina two years

South Korean

Soviet Defense Outlays Rising 5% a Year 


By David Haworth 


BRUSSELS, May 4 UHT).— 
Soviet defense expenditures are 
rising annually by at least 5 per 
cent, according to the latest es- 
timates of senior NATO officials. 


They also calculate that be- 
tween 11 and 13 per cent of the 
Soviet gross nationa] product is 
currently being spent on arms. 
Previous intelligence reports sug- 
gested that 7 per cent of the 
GNP was used in this way. 

Among NATO's 15 members, 
only the United States spends 
anywhere near the Soviet fig- 
ures. The preliminary estimate 
for U.S. defense spending this 
year is 5.9 per cent of the GNP. 
Britain's is 5.1 per cent. and 
Frence, West Germany and Can- 
ada are 3.8 per cent, 3.4 per cent 
and 2 per cent. respectively. 

Spare-Parts Spending 

During the last 10 sears. So- 
viet spending on spare parts is 
calculated te have risen more 
rapidly than total expenditures 
and almost twice as fast as per- 
sonnel costs. Western experts 
say that this trend reflects the 
increasing volume and complexity 
of Soviet armaments. 


Most of the rest of this ac- 
celerated spending by Moscow is 
for the strategic missile forces 
and the expanding Soviet Navy. 

Expenditures on missiles by the 
Russians have undergone several 
fluctuations, depending on the 
progress of the production pro- 
grams. The amounts allocated 
to missiles in 1970 represented 
11 per cent of overall military 
spending. In 1973. it was down 
to 7 per cent but reached a peak 
of 14 per cent last year when 
the latest strategic weapon pro- 
grams were launched. 

Western experts regard this 
trend as the most worrisome 
because it corroborates persistent 
intelligence reports that Moscow 
has embarked on 3 new family 
of nuclear weapons with more 
refined systems for delivering 
them. 

Expenditure on the navy has
